Some Faets About Sewerage. 

At the Mass. Board of Health Meet- 
ing in Brockton last week, Thursday, 
which Dr. Abbott attended, City En- 
gineer Snow gave an interesting ad- 
dress on Sanitary Reforms and in it 
were a number of things about sewer- 
age which will apply to all places and 
which may be beneficial reading for 
our Andover people, just now in the 
midst of Sewerage agitation. 
“Sanitary: science has- demonstrated 
that disease is a penalty. and that the 
cause of the disease can be largely a- 
voided. Recent scientific discoveries, 
and the knoweldge of bacteriology and 
its relation to disease, has opened up a 
wide field for preventive remedies. 
About 25 per cent of all mortality is 
caused by preventable diseases, and 
yet the people of this enlightened pe- 
riod do not look with favor upon the 
doctrine of preventive remedies. 

Erroneous notions of sanitary laws 
are held, because their observance 
would require a few dollars expendi- 
ture. By all the laws of society and 
civil government, every town and mu- 
nicipal corporation is morally and phy- 
sically bound te furnish to us popula- 
tion pure water, the purest air possible, 


people more universally know the 
trath any other than sanitary condi- 
tions may be considered as criminul 
negligence, and good and sufficient 
canse for claims for damages. 

Because air and water are free indi- 
viduals are allowed to pollute and con- 
taminate them at will, so that the glori- 
ous rights of the American citizen be 
not imposed upon. Without sewerage, 
no amount of individual hygiene can 
garrison a city against an invasion of 
epidemic. 

A system of sewerage cannot prevent 
sickness, even when it is properly and 
efficiently maintained, but if systematic 
supervision is not had sewers mevitably 
become foul, elongated cesspools, and 
breathe noxious gases through faulty 
plumbing to the inmates of the houses. 
The point brought out by the paper was 
the intelligent oversight, that fully un- 
derstand thé difficulties of the sanitary 
maintenance of a sewerage system from 
the top of the house to the disposal 
plant, is absolutely necessary to -pre- 
vent conditions favorable to the rise 
of zymotic diseases. 

To these difficulties may be contribu- 
ted the slow progress of sanitary re- 
forms, and the speaker said that. the 
cause is almost hopeless so long as -of- 
ficials must, unprotected by tenure of 
office, cope with political and social 
powers, 

The speaker then showed that the 
intelligent public expect that proper 
authorities will enact proper laws~ for 
the protection of their homes and 
their children from the ravages of con- 
tagious diseases, and if they knew as 
much about preventing diseases they 
would demand, and legislatures would 
not allow that dread but silent and se- 


cret disease, consumption, which is the | * 


cause of fully 15 per cent of all the 
deaths in this country, and from whose 
visitations no climates have positive 
exemption, to coiiatantly slay its vic- 
tims, unmolested by actiye legislature 
measures of repression and prevention, 
while the more tecal, sudden arfd in- 
tense, but less deadly, cholera, fevers, 
and smallpox are combated by rigid 
municipcal, State and national quar- 
antine regulations, 

The speaker claimed that the prone- 
ness to disease of a large class of work- 
ing people whoare obliged to breathe 
vititated air during working hours is 
in a measure chargeable to the govern- 
ment, and that an official, local or gen- 
ral, in the possession of the knowledge 
that the prevalence of a low stete of 
vitality is due to remediable causes, 
who does not take active measures to 
prevent the violation of nature’s laws, 
must expect from Almighty God the 
recompense of his reward. 

Sanitary interestsare not the only in- 
terests of a community; and until pop- 
ular education removes popular preju- 

ihe 


dice the importance of sanitary regula- 
tion, beyond the extent to which it is 
carried to-day, will be considered as an 
interference with personal liberty. The 
peuple should be shown that youth, in- 
experience and indiscretion are the 
faults of our country; that in respect 
to sanitary supervision, the best con- 
| ducted cities in free America suffer in 
comparison with-some.of the Euopean 
monarchieal governments. ‘ 
Sanitary laws are of the first and 
greatest importance, and in order that 


tive that can be devised they should 
emanate from the state. Sanitary laws 
should be State laws,and sanitary of- 
‘ficials State officials. 

Legislation should be had upon all, 
those subjects which affect public 
health. Sanitation urges the enact- 
ment of laws relating to the ventila- 
tion of dwellings, workshops, buildings, 
drains, sewers, yards, streets, etc., of 
laws relating to the width of streets, 
air space between buildings, topograph- 
ical regulations for physical growth of 
towns and cities, and open spaces for 
the constant renewal of new air. 
Laws should be passed for the regula- 
tion and protection of people wherever 
they may congregate. .Sewerage and 
drainage system should be compulsory. 
Incentives to active sanitary endeavor, 
in the way ot liberal compensation for 
services, should be offered. Execuuive 
officers should be well qualified and 
free from political usurpation: Archi- 
tects and builders should be required 
to submit specifications to the proper 
authorities. The liberal use of ‘public 
water should be compulsory. Abate- 
ment of-rentals could be made if nec- 


impoverished by the abundant use {of 
that which is essential to cleanliness 
and even to life itself. Public baths 
should be established and cnmpulsory 
washing be enforced, until a love for 
so healthful an exercise became preva- 
lent. : x 

In closing ihe speaker hoped that, 
through the effiorts of his hearers, 
statesmen might become as much in- 
terested in the presevation of the pub- 
lic health as in the extermination of bugs

nized.

‘Operatives Must Now Play a Waiting 


Game as Their Employers Are Kvep- 
ing Precise Date of Lockout a Secret. 


PROVIDENOE, April 80. — When the 
Maputacturers’ club met at. Narragansett 
hotel last night, it was determined that 
no outsider should even learn that the 
meeting was tu be held. The story leaked 
out, however. 

The discussion of the situation natu- 
rally led up tothe question of closing the 
mills, and raised the first sign of ruction, 
There were manufacturers present who 
would be glad to keep their contract and 
close their mills as they had agreed to do 
in case there should be a strike at either of 
the mills connected with the combination, 
but there were others who were opposed 
to taking this course, 

The discussion that followed was a long 
one, and it is stated that it was finally de- 
cided to follow the original agreement and 
close all the mills in Olneyville 

As Soon as Practicable, 

Everything was not all harmony, how- 
ever, and the settlement of a time for clos 
ing the mills was the cause of another 
heated debate. 

While it was impossible to determine 
just when the lockout will come, it was 
stated that'it was to be at an early date 
and that when the gates were locked upon 
the operatives it would be done so sud- 
denly that every one 3, would be astonished, 

In order to accomplish this, it was neceg- 
sary to do some hare personal work. But 
when the contrary manufacturers came 
downstairs there could be no doubt but 
that they had agreed upon the course to 
be followed. 

Just what will be done, therefore, is 
still in doubt. While the mills are 

Unquestionably te Be Closed 
as soon as possible, the precise date of the 
lockout is undeterinined, and the strikers 
will have to play a waiting gume until the 
members uf the club are willing to make 
their business known. a 

One thing, howeVér, may. be said to be a 
certainty. It was not all peace and har- 
Shony in the. meeting, and some persons 
claim that it will be impossible to keep all 
the members to the spirit of their agree- 
ment, 

The operatives, therefore, can do noth- 
ing but wait, although they will be able 
to feel reasonably sure that the mills are 
to be closed upon them. 


The Situation at Olneyville. 

PRovIDENCE, May 1.—The Olneyville 
mill owners held a meeting yesterday and 
devided to order a general lockout at once. 
One manufacturer said that the mill 
owners were prepared to keep their mills 
closed until next winter, as they wanted 
to settle matters once for all. If the lock- 
out is ordered, it will ruin the majority 
of the small business men of Olneyville, 
who have not-recoyered from the strike of 
1892.

The First Abbot Recital. 


The first concert in the Abbot Acad- 
emy piano recitals for 1895 occurred yes 
terday in the November Club House. 
It was given by Mrs. H. H. A. Beach, as- 
sisted by Miss Priscilla White and Miss 
Bertha Cushing, all of Boston Moreover, 
the compositions were all Mrs, Beach’s 
own; she not only playing her own piano: 
solos, but playing. the accompaniments 
to her own songs, sung by the ladies 
named above. 

Mrs. Beach, who possessed a precocious 
musical genius, and played publicly while 
still a child, has not only fulfilled all her 
early promise as a pianist, but has be- 
come the most notable of the women 
composers, not only of America, but of 
the world. It is not remarkable, there- 
fore, thata large and brilliant audience 
greeted her in Andover. 

A little disappointment was naturally 
felt when it was announced that Mrs. H. 
K. Sawyer, whose name was on the pro- 
gramme, was unable. to appear, although 
her place was to be occupied by Miss 
Bertha Cushing, because it necessitated 
the giving up of the Scena and Aria 
‘‘Wandering Clouds’? from Mary Stuart. 
But when Miss White and Miss Cushing 
sang the first numbers of the progamme, 
“The Night Sea’? and “The Canadian 
Boat Song,” every ‘trace of disappoint- 
ment vanished... Their voices were so 
fresh and, of so lovely a quality, their in- 
terpretation’ and expression so natural 
and beautiful, and above all so exquisite- 
ly blended, that it was a pure delight to 
listen. 

Miss White, whose voice is a brilliant 
soprano, excited great applause by her 
beautiful singing of the French songs, 80 
arch and beautiful in themselves. In 
place of the Aria from Mary Stuart, Miss 
Cushing sang two short compositions, 
“Sweetheart sigh no more’ and “My 
Star.’’ Both were lovely and showed the 
tender tones of her rich contralto voice 
to the best advantage. In the song 
‘“Eestacy,’’ pronounced by a competent 
musical critic the most beautiful thing 
Mrs. Beach has yet written, Miss Cushing 
madeva deep impression upon her hearers, 
and several enthusiastic adtmirérs said 
they actually forgot to applaud. 

_ Mrs. Beach’s piano compositions were 
all exceedingly graceful and fascinating 
and the two grouped together and which 
she called “Phantoms” and ‘‘Fireflies’’ 
very poetical in’ their conception and 
effective in their situation.

_Mendicancy Carried Out Upon Practical 
Lines—Why He Avoided the Rich—Stood 
Outside a Restaurant, but Never Begged 
From a Hungry Looking Man. 


He -was-a-wretched looking chap, 60 
thinly clad that. he was really:an object 
| of pity. He had sought a secluded cor- 
ner at the entrauce of a cheap restaurant 
near Herald square, and fer awhile it 
seemed as if he had chosen the spot 
merely to escape the chilling blasts of 
the cutting wind. Many men passed 
into the’ place, but he spoke’ to none. 
Finally one who had just completed his 
meal came/forth. The man started for- 
ward, hesitated a moment and then re- 
sumed his former position. Soon another 
man, apparently in a great hurry, came 
from the restayrant, buttoning his, coat 
as he walked. In: a moment the poor 
fellow stood in the way and barely had 
he, uttered his request for help when he 
was rewarded with a dinie, 

A moment later a group of young 
men in very high spirits passed into the 
restaurant. To an ordinary student they 
would have been just the right men to 
approach for alms, but the beggar saw 
them not. It was only to certain men 
returning to the street that he made 
himself known. It was but the work of 
a moment to pick an acquaintance with 
the fellow, and when he found I was 
interested he talked freely of his plan. 

**T had to do a good deal of thinking 
about it when I first started in,’’ he 
said, ‘‘I can’t get work now, and when 
I have work I can only keep at it fora 
little while on account of rheumatism. 
When I saw I had to beg, I thought I 
might as well do it right or not at all. 
If you know anything about men’s faces 
and clothes, you don’t have to do any 
guesswork at all. I can tell long before 
I get near a man what my chances: are 
with him, and if I don’t think that it’s 
ten to one I will get something I don’t 
try him, for there’s no good in. wearing 
yourself out.and getting common. Some 
fellows go along the street and try to 
touch every well dressed man they meet. 
They couldn't do anything worse, for 
everybody sees what they're doing and 
knows they are professionals and steers 
clear of. them. The only time to go up 
against well dressed men ag a straight 
thing, without regard to their faces, is 
when they are full and feeling happy 


r}/over it. 


“The average well dressed man or 
woman is the hardest kind of & person 
to hit. They do lots for charity, but it’s 
in a different way—societies, schools 
for kids, kindergartens and missions— 
and they think they are doing enough. 
If any one hits them on the street, they 
put them down for a professional. You 
have got to judge the well dressed peo- 
ple by their faces and general manner 
and let their clothes connt for nothing 

‘Whenever I have to do any strect 
work, I always select the people of. the 
lower middle classes, who don’t put on 
any front—women especially. I mean 
people who live comfortably, but haven't 
got any too much money to spare. Say. 
you may think I’m stringing you, but I 
would rather have one nickel from one 
of them than a quarter from a fellow 
who could stand it and had it to burn. 
Funny, but I feel just as sentimentai 
about that sometimes as if I was earn- 
ing it, and I would earn it if I had the 


. chance. 


‘‘Now, you take this stand of mine 

here today. There's three men who gave 
“me something—two nickels and a dime, 

I have been here half an hour and I[’ve 
only struck five men. I missed two. 
Well, three out of five don’t look like 
bad guesswork, if you want to call it 
so, does it? This is the cheapest res- 
taurant in the neighborhood. There's 
the Imperial, Marlborough ‘and all the 
other big hotel restaurants I could 
have taken, but I'll bet I wouldn’t have 
got a thing from the people who cante 
from any of them. The men who go in 
here don’t pay over 265 or 80 cents for 
what they eat, and I’m willing to take 
my chances with them right along. 

“*T always wait till a man comes out. 
Some people think it ought to be the 
other way, for the reason that a man 
who was hungry would be more apt to 
give out of sympathy for the man who 
was hitting him for mouvey for some- 
thing to eat.. But I didn't figure it ont 
that way. You see, these are pretty 
hard times, and there’s more people in 
hard luck than there ever was before 
Now, it’s bad enough to be in hard 
Inck, but it’s worse yet to be hungry, 
and when a man is up against both 
games little things will bother him that 
wouldn’t affect him at all if he had*his 
stomach full. I reason that pretty near- 
ly every man who comes in here is eith- 
erin hard luck or else he is a miser 
who don’t want to spend any more than 
is actually necessary. If it wasn't so, 
you know they would all go to the big 
restaurants in the hotels, for you know 
as well as I do that the right kind of a 
man likes good things to eat and nice 
clean service if he can. afford it. 

‘‘Wefl: Iam onto the misers, and I 
leave them alone. When the decent 
man comes out, he feels better for hav- 
ing had his dinner. He is ready for 
business, and life is a great deal bright- 
er to him than it was half an hour be- 
fore. I ask-him to help me. He gays to 
himeelf: ‘Well, I feel pretty good. This 
fellow is in worse luck thanIam. I 
know what it is to feel hungry. I won't 
miss the nickel Very much,’ and then I 
get it, Wher he‘hands it to me, he feels 
better for it, and he looks it, too, ‘and if 
he has been doing things that are not 
quite up to the limit he consoles wim- 
self with the fact that he ain’t such a 


bad fellow after all. And he ain’t eith-, 


er. So you see there’s two of us happy, 
and if there was more of it the world 
would be happier. Thanks, boss. 
Then the philosopher went in to din- 
ner.—New York Herald.

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OLD BELLS iN NEW YORK. 


Two Metal Menwngers Whose Tones Have 
Sounded to Many Generations, ° 
Whether it be due to patriotic or 
poetic instincts it is nevertheless true 
that a famous old bell always arouses a 
reminiscent feeling. Its very presence 
suggests a story—the glad ory of liber- 


ties, the somber tone of funeral proces- 


sions, Weather stained and hoary, an | 


old bell seems like » messenger of fate. 

Hence it is not to be wondered at that 
the bell in the yard of the Collegiate 
church, at Fifth avenué“and Twenty- 
hinth street, daily attracts a throng of 
inquiring faces, closely pressed against 
the high iron railing surrounding the 
church. 

From the quaint Latin inscription on 
the bell one learns that it was sent in 
1795 by the people of Amsterdam as a 


gift offering to the North church in New ° 


York, then at Fulton and William 
streets, where it had been erected in 
1628. 

Hanging high above the city, at 
Forty-eighth street and Fifth avenue, is 
another link that binds us to the past. 
This great bell bears this Dutch inscrip- 
tion: 

‘Een leegat aan de Neederdeutsche 
Kirke, Niew York, 1731.”"’ 

It appears from the old will of Colo- 
nel Abraham de Peyster that he ordered 
a bell to be made in Holland for the 
Middle church, then occupying the site 
of the old fort at the Battery. The peo- 
ple of Holland were so pleased.at being 
thus remembered by one of their nnm- 
ber in America that a great number of 
coins were thrown into the smelting 
pot which contained the metal for the 
bell as an evidence of their apprecia- 
tion. During the Revolution the Middle 
church was put to strange uses. Re- 
moving the pulpit, gallery, pews and 
flooring, the British dragoons wopverted 
it into a riding-academy. 

Jobn Oothout was granted pent Yom 
from Commander in Chief Lord Howe 
to remove the De Peyster bell to a place 


obtrusive manner possible, the bell was 
sent to Chambersburg, Pa. 

When peace was restored, the bell 
was hung in the steeple of the Middle 
church, afterward leased to the federal 
government for postoffice purposes, and 
which many remember as the old Post- 
office ‘building. A little more journey- 
ing and the De Peyster bell reached its 
present haven, 

The Collegiate consistory carefully 
preserve the relics of their several 
churches, A pewter plate bearing the 
date 1769 and giving a history of the 
old.North church is stowed away.with 
a charter granted in 1696 by William 
III empowering them to incorporate 
themselves in New York. Here, too, 
is zealously guarded the old will of 
John Harpending, now yellow with age, 
bequeathing, in 1728, much of his land 
to the Collegiate corporation.—New 
York Herald.

All three have been taken to 
heart by the American people, all were 
composed during. the brightest years of 
the poet’s life, when his family were 
growing up about him, when he was in 
the full possession of his powers and had 
already achieved fame. — Professor

him, He was carried home and lay ill 
and idle for two years.

One day a manufacturer of some 
patent morlicine ordered a picture from 
him to illustrate its virtues. Lepage, 
who was sincere, gave his best work to 
the advertisement.

of youth sprang in a bubbling strean.
